TOKYO, Jan. 6 (AP)— North 
Viet-Nam charged that three 
warships of “the United States 
and its puppets” intruded into 
its waters early today and 
shelled a village.

The charge, broadcast by 
the Vietnamese News Agency 
(VNA) and heard here, was 
said to have been made in a 
protest message sent to the 
International Control Com- 
mission. 



The message claimed that 
the alleged warships shelled 
Mui Doc, between Ha Tinh 
and Quang Binh provinces at 
1:15 a.m. 

But when a unit of the Viet- 
Nam People’s Army returned 
fire, “the warships fled away,” 
!it claimed. 

The message said the shell- 
ing was the second provoca- 
tion against North Viet-Nam 
within three days by “the 
U.S. and its agents.” It 
claimed the first shelling on 
another village took place 
Sunday. 
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
